FURTHER VERIFICATION OF ADDRESS OF -JAMES R * LB WALLEN : 


I consulted the same City Directory for 1962 and found 
listed on Page 747, where the listing is by names, the following; 

"LEW&LLEM , JAS * R* , Seamn h!3Q9 Dauphine, Apt. 3 2" 

With the thought that this might not l^e the same JAMES LE WALLEN , 

I attempted to find in this directory a JAMES R. LEWALLEN listed 
under the address of 4406 Paris Avenue, but none is listed in the 
1962 directory* I have consulted this year's current Telephone 
Directory at Page 443 and find LEWALLEN, JAS, R* , 4406 Paris Avenue, 
232-9384, I find no other JAS. LE WALLEN listed in this current 



Telephone Directory, X examined last year's Telephone Directory 
at Page 437 and found a similar listing for JAMES R, LEWALLEN. 
Thus X conclude and believe that the JAMES LE WALLEN presently 
residing at 4406 Paris Avenue is the one and the same JAMES R, 

LE WALLEN who in 1962 resided next door to 1313 Dauphine,
